The  Story  of  “Patient  Criselda”  has  enjoyed  a  world-wide  popularity 
during  upwards  of  six  hundred  years.  According  to  Philippo  Poresti  and 
Pouchet,  Griseldis  is  not  a  fictitious  person,  but  lived  in  1025,  and  shortly  after 
her  death  her  history  was  written  in  a  well-known  book,  called  “  Parement  des 
Dames.”  Boccaccio,  who  told  it  in  the  last  story  of  his  “  Tenth  Day,”  sent  a 
copy  to  Petrarch,  who,  in  his  acknowledgment  of  the  gift,  said  that  ho  had 
read  this  story  long  ago,  but  that  Boccaccio  had  written  it  so  pleasantly  that 
he  (Petrarch)  intended  to  translate  it  into  Latin,  which  ho  did,  and  dedicated 
it  to  his  friend. 

Marie  de  France,  a  celebrated  French  poetess  of  the  thirteenth  century, 
wrote  an  identical  stoiy  under  another  name. 

Ludovico  Dolce  translated  Petrarch’s  “Grisildis  ”  into  Italian. 

Chancer  had  the  story  from  Petrarch  himself,  and  versified  it  in  his  “  Clerke’s 
Tale.”  The  same  story  appeared  again  in  English,  by  an  anonymous  writer 
under  the  title  of  “Gualterus  and  Grisalda.”  The  mention  of  Grissel  by 
Shakespeare,  in  “  The  Taming  of  the  Irhrew,”  and  by  Cotton,  in  his  “  Complete 
Angler,”  shows  how  widely  the  story  was  known  in  their  time. 

The  ballads  of  “  The  .Nut-Brown  Paid,”  and  of  “Henry  and  Emma,”  also 
repeat  the  story  of  “  Griselda.” 

Dekker,  Chettle,  and  Hanghton  conjointly  wrote  a  Drama  on  the  same 
subject. — [See  Dodsley’s  Old  Plays,  Yol.  3.]  Badcliffe  also  wrote  a  comedy 
called  “Patient  Griseld;” 

The  Italians,  Apostolo  Leno  and  Goldoni,  made  a  drama  out  of  Boccaccio’s 
Griselda,  and  the  celebrated  German,  Hans  Sachs,  took  it  for  the  subject  of  one 
of  his  fiaest  comedies,  “  Die  Gednldig  and  Geborsnm  Plarggrafm  Griselda.” 

Legrand  d’Aussy  tells  us  that  ho  saw  more  than  seventy  different  stories  for 
children  on  this  subject,  in  French,  German,  Fieri  ish,  Italian,  Swedish,  &o.^
